DISTRICT NO. 1. ,

aeed not to be ashamed of them. Miss Foster has a very easy 
way of imparting instruction to her pupils, and we think the peo- 
le of the district would do well to secure her services for anoth- 
er year. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Taught by Miss Hoyt, we also found in a very good condi- 
on.

dest. Miss mii ed her utmost endeavors to bales her school 
doth interesting and pr ofitable to her scholars.

rst effort at teaching, it could not be expected that she 
vould be as thorough as one who has had more experience -in

The series of Readers now in use have become so familiar t¢ 
the scholars, that we think a new series should be introducet 
during the present season. It is as necessary that~ children 
should have a change of school books occassionally, as it is tha 
they should have a change of diet or clothing. a |
